This explanation grew, out of 
an incident which occurred at the 
Union Station, St. Louis, Nov. 84, 
where Mr. Howard, claims that he, with 
a young la.ly, who lives in Now York, 
presented themselves at the first class 
dining room on thu second flnur for 
so r vice. He alleges that tbo head- 
waiter, Mr. GrumoV^-sUempted to set 
them aside iu wluOtr, Howard calls a 
"Waiter dressing room," which he re- 
sented. Mr. Howard, knowing the pol- 
icy of th* Hnrvcy syntom to treat 
everybody fair and givo equal ncrvice 
to all, wrote n letter to the general 
office at Kansas City asking whether . 
their policy had changed, and whether 
there existed any "Jim Crow" service 
in the Harvey System at this time. In 
replying to Howard's letter, Mr. Mon- 
ger stated: "It has always been my 
desire to givo Colored'pcople who pet- 
roniu us, the same service for their 
money that we give anybody else. I 
will appreciate it, if you can And It 
convenient to call on mo in person, 
in order that I may get a little more 
Information firsthand."

NORTHWARD MOVEMENT OF THE NEGRO 

Now and then the great dailies, like the Post- Dispatch, get 
quite sensible in their editorials on the Negro question. "The 
Southern Negro-Exodus." an editorial which appeared a few dayB 
ago in the Post-Dispatch denies the assertion that the present Ne- 
gro exodus from the south is a political colonization movement. 

It concludes that this is a false cry, which is proven false by 
the fact that weeks after the election the exodus increased, and. 
even up to now, shows no evidenei of subsiding. 

All migration movements of races have geographically followed 
the latitudes and not the longitudes ortept close to the isothermal 
lines The Swede went to Wisconsin, the Irishman went to New 
York, the German to our Central States, the Italian kept close to 
the wanner states and so did the Jew. Now in the migration of 
the Negro northward the impulsion is so strong that it violates one 
of the principal laws governing the distribution of man and the 
lower animals on the globe. - 

The impulsion is not political, it is economic, industrial, educa- 
tional and protective. The Negro goes north to withstand th* 
grave antagonistic climatic conditions, because he wants to escape 
low wages, poor schools, lynching, man-burning, and bitter perse- 
cution. For a hah* century he has withstood continual and brutal 
outrages without redress, without proper recourse to law, with his 
testimony restricted, with no sentiment for the enforcement of the 
law. These are the reasons for hia flight to the land where at 
ibaast there ia a semblance of freedom. 

T Ih, post- Dispatch estimates that more than 125,000 Negroes 
have recently gone north, but a more reliable estimate gives the 
number 1.000,000, and. still in increasing numbers they are pour- 
ing into our northern centers of business like the Gulf Stream 
pushing its warm waters along through the ice fields of our North 

Atlantic. , . . , _, „ 

Is a haU century long enough to stand this violence, injustice 
4d proscription? What could the nation expect? Violent reaia- 
tence or migration? Migration is the lea. objectionable and has 
been the choice of the Negro.
